Letters  conveyed  outwards,  in  sealed  bags,  are  chargeable 
■with  half  packet  postage,  which  must  be  paid  when  put  into 
the  office. 

Indla — Letters  to  and  from  the  East  Indies  are  regularly  ' 
forwarded  by  ships. — The  postage  must  be  paid  here. 

The  rate  outwards  is  2d.  per  package  under  three  ounces  ;f 
if  above  that  weight,  one  shilling  per  ounce. 

By  the  Ship  Letter  Act  it  is  enacted,  that  every  master  of 
a  vessel,  immediately  on  his  arrival  in  port,  shall  take  the  ' 
■whole  of  his  letters  to  the  Post-office,  under  penalty  of  £200  ; 
and  the  captain  must  sign  a  declaration  that  every  letter  has> 
been  so  delivered,  before  his  vessel  can  be  permitted  to  report 
to  the  Custom-house. 

Vessels  to  and  from  Ireland,  or  Coastwise,  are  not  allowed 
to  convey  letters,  under  a  heavy  penalty.

And  so  on,  at  the  rate  of  6d.  for  every  15  minutes  further 
time — The  fares  to  be  charged,  either  by  the  length  of  ground, 
or  time,  in  the  option  of  the  coachman,  but  not  by  both. 
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REGULATIONS. 

1st  The  regulations  and  table  of  fares  enacted  upon  the 
19th  day  of  June  1811  years,  are  hereby  repealed;   and  the  J 
before-mentioned  general  rules,  the  following  regulations,  and  1 
annexed  table  of  fares,  made  according  tc  these  general  rules,  J 
are  substituted  in  place  thereof. 

2d.  That  each  coach  or  chariot,  before  plying  for  hire,  shall  A 
be  inspected  by  a  magistrate  ;  and,  if  approved  of,  will  be  li- 
censed by  him,  when  a  number  will  be  issued  to  the  owner,  ' 
who  must  affix  the  same,  together  with  his  name,  in  letters  at 
least  one  inch  in  length,  on  each  door  of  the  coach  or  chariot, 
immediately  below  the  window.  That  there  shall  not  be  the 
same  number  on  two  coaches  or  chariots ;  and  that  no  coach 
or  chariot  wanting  such  number  or  name  shall  be  allowed  to  , 

p!y-  I 

3d.  That  no  insufficient  coach,  or  chariot,  or  horses,  shall 
be  allowed  to  ply ;  and  when  any  of  the  proper  furniture  of 
steps,  springs,  blinds,  glasses,  or  check-strings  for  stopping 
the  coachman,  are  broken  or  awanting,  or  the  harness  shall 
not  be  in  good  repair,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  detain  from  the 
hire  Is.,  or  the  whole  hire,  if  it  shall  not  amount  to  more. 
The  coachman  shall  always  keep  the  check-string  in  his  left 
hand  when  driving,  under  a  penalty  not  exceeding  5s. 

4-th.  That  there  shall  not  be  fewer  than  six  coaches  or 
chariots  on  the  stance  in  Prince's  Street,  every  morning  at 
nine  o'clock,  taking  this  duty  by  rotation,  beginning  at  No. 
1,  and  going  on  progressively,  under  a  penalty  of  10s.  for 
every  coach  or  chariot  absent.  All  coachmen  attending  for  a 
fare,  at  any  stand,  shall  either  sit  on  the  coach-box,  or  stand 
at  the  horses'  heads,  under  the  penalty  of  2s.  Cd.  for  each  of- 
fence. 

5th.  That  each  coachman  shall  be  cleanly  in  his  person, 
and  wear  a  ticket  on  the  front  of  his  coat,  with  a  number  cor- 
responding to  that  on  his  coach  or  chariot,  under  a  penalty  of 
5s.  for  each  offence. 

6th.  That  when  a  company  shall  take  a  coach  between  the 
hours  of  ten  and  twelve  o'clock,  P.M.  in  that  case  fare  and  a 
quarter  shall  be  paid ;  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  one 
o'clock,  fare  and  a  half  shall  be  paid ;  and  after  one  o'clock, 
double  fare  shall  be  paid,  with  the  exception  of  the  Theatre, 
where  the  usual  charge  only  shall  be  paid. 

7th.  That  the  stances  for  the  coaches  and  chariots  shall  be 
as  follows ;  viz.  Tron  Church — Prince's  Street,  east  end, — 
George  Street,  between  Hanover  and  Frederick  Streets,— 
Prince's  Street,  west  end,  facing  Hope  Street;  or  at  such  other 
places  as  the  magistrates  from  time  to  time  may  appoint ;  and 
that  there  shall  not  be  fewer  than  four  coaches  at  the  stand 
facing  Hope  Street. 

8th.  That  coachmen  are  not  on  any  account  to  inquire 
where  a  company  are  going,  previous  to  engaging,  or  to  plead 
prior  engagements,  when  their  services  are  required;  nor  shall 
they  be  allowed  to  draw  off  the  stance,  under  pretence  of  being 
engaged,  so  as  to  have  their  choice  of  work;  but  their  coaches 
or  chariots,  being  on  or  near  the  stance,  shall  be  considered 
as  proof  of  their  being  disengaged  ;  and  on  their  refusing  to 
take  a  fare,  they  shall  be  liable  in  a  penalty  of  10s.  unless 
they  can  adduce  evidence,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Magi- 
strates, that  they  were  actually  engaged. 

9th.  That  when  a  coachman  is  required  to  wait,  either  up- 
on setting  down  or  taking  up  a  party,  he  must  on  no  account 
refuse,  under  the  penalty  of  5s.  and  the  forfeiture  of  his  hire ; 
but  he  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  for  the  first  fifteen  minutes 
sixpence,  and  a  like  sum  for  each  successive  fifteen  minutet 
he  may  be  detained. 

10th.  That  if  a  coachman  shall  be  sent  from  a  stance  to 
any  house  to  take  up  a  company,  he  shall  immediately  an- 
nounce his  arrival,  and  remain  in  waiting  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  company  ;  for  which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  the 
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same  allowance  from  his  arrival  as  in  the  preceding  regula- 
ion. 

11th.  That  no  fares  higher  than  those  in  the  annexed  ta- 
bles shall  be  demanded  or  taken  :  And  if  hired  to  any  spot  or 
place,  not  specified  in  the  annexed  table,  (such  as)  from  a 
change  of  the  name,  a  new  place,  or  beyond  the  limits,  &c. 

that  case  no  fare  higher  than  those  in  the  before-mentioned 
general  rules  shall  be  demanded  or  taken  :  The  coachman  ha- 
ving it  in  his  option  to  take  either  for  the  length  of  ground  or 
time,  but  not  for  both.  And  if  any  coachman  shall  be  con- 
Tvicted  of  imposing  on  his  employers,  or  abstracting  the  fares 
jfrom  his  master,  he  shall  be  liable  in  a  penalty  of  four  times 
the  amount  of  the  fare,  and  imprisoned  until  payment. 

12th.  That  every  coachman,  when  on  duty,  shall  have  in 
his  pocket  a  printed  copy  of  these  regulations,  to  be  kept  in  a 
tin  box,  with  the  number  of  the  coach  or  chariot  painted  on 
it ;  and  shall  show  the  same  to  his  employer,  when  required, 
under  a  penalty  of  5s. 

13th,  That  any  coachman  being  convicted  of  drunkenness 
or  abusive  language,  the  Magistrates  may  revoke  his  license, 
or  impose  a  penalty  of  10s.  and  order  hini  to  be  imprisoned 
till  the  same  is  paid. 

14th.  That  the  coachman  (master  or  servant)  after  setting 
down  a  company,  shall  drive  to  the  nearest  stance ;  and  if  the 
number  of  coaches  or  chariots  ordered  to  stand  there  is  not 
complete,  he  shall  remain  for  the  service  of  the  public. 

15th.  That  any  person  wanting  a  coach  or  chariot,  shall 
take  one  from  the  nearest  stance  to  his  residence  ;  but  if  none 
shall  be  there  at  the  time,  and  one  shall  be  procured  from 
another  stance,  there  shall  be  paid  for  every  stance  beyond  the 
nearest,  in  addition  to  the  fare,  the  sum  of  Cd.  This  to  be 
only  applicable  to  fares  under  2s.  Cd. 

16th.  That  there  shall  be  no  additional  charge  made  for 
taking  up  or  setting  down  any  part  of  a  company,  unless  the 
coach  or  chariot  shall  be  detained  ten  minutes,  which  time 
for  attendance  shall  be  allowed  to  each  fare,  and  not  exceed- 
ing. 

17th.  That  parties  returning  by  the  same  coach  or  chariot, 
from  any  place,  whether  in  town  or  at  a  distance  in  the  coun- 
try, shall  pay  one  half  fare  additional,  as  back  hire. 

18th.  That  the  fares  are  exclusive  of  the  King's  duty  and 
tolls,  which  are  to  be  paid  by  the  company. 

19th.  That  the  regulations  respecting  the  fare  to  Mussel- 
burgh will  not  be  insisted  on  during  the  race  week,  for  two 
hours  before,  and  two  hours  after  the  horses  have  started  for 
running. 

20th.  All  parcels,  or  articles  of  any  kind,  to  be  immediate- 
ly returned  to  the  owner,  if  known  ;  if  not,  to  be  lodged  in 
the  Council  Chamber. 

21st.  At  least  one-fourth  of  the  "coaches  to  attend  at  the 
stand  east  end  of  Prince's  Street,  on  Sunday,  from  ten  o'clock 
morning,  to  ten  o'clock  at  night. 

22d.  That  these  regulations  may  be  enforced  by  the  Magis- 
trates in  the  Council  Chamber,  or  Judge  in  the  Police  Court.

The  Thirteenth  Annual  General  Court  of  this  Society  was 
field  in  the  Waterloo  Tavern,  on  Monday  the  13th  Novem- 
ber 1826, 

James  Gibson  Craig,  of  Riccarton,  Esq.  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  in  the  Chair. 
.The  Manager  addressed  the  General  Court  at  some  length, 
knd  developed  the  satisfactory  progress  of  the  Society's  affairs 
during  the  bygone  year.  His  statement  and  abstracts  clearly 
proved  the  great  and  continued  increase  in  the  extent  ot  the 
Society's  business,  as  well  as  in  the  amount  of  its  accumula. 
ted  fund  and  annual  revenue. 

|  The  Chairman  congratulated  the  Members  upon  the  very 
flourishing  condition  of  the  Establishment,  as  disclosed  in  the 
■statements  just  laid  before  them  by  the  Manager,  and  took 
]occasion  to  point  out,  in  the  most  forcible  manner,  the  pecu- 
liar advantages  of  the  principle  on  which  this  Society  is  found- 
ed. He  also  contrasted  the  benefits  which  have  already,  and 
may  hereafter  be  expected  to  attend  it,  with  the  results  ari- 
sing in  the  case  of  Insurances  done  with  proprietory  Compa- 
nies, and  even  with  establishments  which  are  only  partially 
1  founded  upon  the  same  principle. 

•  ,  Mr  Cockbum,  the  Auditor  of  the  Society,  then  read  a  re- 
port exhibiting  the  present  state  of  the  Society's  affairs,  and 
the  increase  that  had  taken  place  since  1st  January  1825,  the 
first  period  of  distribution.  It  also  showed  the  surplus, 
which,  from  a  comparison  of  the  actual  with  the  estimated 
amount  of  claims,  appeared  to  have  arisen  since  that  period.- 
This  Report  bears,  that  the  results  of  his  investigation  "pre- 
sent a  most  favourable  view  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  ; 
that  the  prosperity  of  the  Society  continues  progressively  to 
increase  ;  and  that  the  experience  of  the  first  two  years  of  the 
second  interval  of  its  progress,  affords  every  prospect  that  the 
addition  to  the  interests  of  the  Members  at  the  next  period  of 
investigation  at  1st  January  1832,  will  not  be  less  than  those 
made  at  that  which  has  elapsed,  1st  January  1825." 

The  Report  concludes  as  follows  :— "  Upon  the  whole,  it  is 
with  particular  satisfaction  I  have  to  state,  that  the  principles 
upon  which  the  constitution  of  the  Society  was  formed,  having 
now  been  put  to  the  test  of  experience,  their  accuracy  has 
been  fully  proved,  and  that  a  combination  of  advantages  has 
thereby  been  secured  to  all  the  individuals  who  now  are,  or 
hereafter  may  become,  members  of  the  Society,  which  could 
not  have  been  attained  under  any  other  known  form  of  con- 
stitution  Among  these  advantages  may  be  enumerated,  1st, 

The  ample  security  afforded  by  the  fund  for  payment  of  the 
provisions  charged  upon  it,  which  render  any  guarantee  of  a 
separate  proprietory  unnecessary.  2<%,  The  means  thus  af- 
forded of  appropriating  to  the  use  of  the  members  assured,  the 
surplus  fund  arising  from  time  to  time,  without  incurring  the 
expense  of  such  guarantee,  or  being  subjected  to  any  other 
expense  than  that  of  an  economical  management.  3dly,  The 
equitable  distribution  of  those  surplus  funds  among  the  indi- 
viduals composing  die  Society,  at  stated  periods,  by  making 
additions  to  their  policies,  according  to  iixed  and  definite 
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rules ;  and,  finally,  (an  object  of  no  small  importance,)  th* 
unanimity  of  all  the  measures  and  resolutions  of  the  Director* 
and  General  Meetings,  which  has  hitherto  prevailed  in  a  re- 
markable degree,  and  which  may  be  expected  to  continue, 
under  the  influence  of  arrangements,  by  which  the  interests  of 
every  individual  who  may  be  connected  with  the  Society,  is 
placed  upon  so  clear,  safe,  and  equitable  a  footing,  as  to  pre- 
vent  disputes,  and  remove  any  desire  to  change  a  constitution 
so  well  fitted  to  promote  the  benefit  of  the  whole." 

On  the  motion  of  Dr  Adam  Hunter,  the  thanks  of  the 
Court  were  unanimously  voted  to  the  Directors  for  their  assi- 
duous and  successful  administration  of  the  Society's  affairs  ; 
and  he  at  the  same  time  suggested,  for  the  consideration  of  i 
the  Ordinary  Court,  how  far  it  might  not  tend  to  the  still  far- 
ther extension  of  the  Society's  usefulness,  to  print  and  circu- 
late occasionally  an  abstract  of  the  Society's  affairs.  He  pro- 
posed this,  because  he  felt  convinced  that  no  stronger  argu- 
ment could  be  stated  by  the  members  to  their  friends,  in  fa- 
vour of  the  Society,  than  a  reference  to  such  a  document.

tendance. This  remuneration,  however,  is  entirely  ad  libitum  ; 
for  the  law,  as  it  relates  to  the  professions  in  which  he  has 
been  educated,  forbids  any  demand  being  made,  and  he  never 
has,  and  never  will,  make  any  demand  upon  any  person,  high 
or  low. 

Having  lived  upon  terms  of  intimacy  with  the  most  eminent 
of  the  Faculty,  both  in  England  and  Scotland,  the  author 
must  naturally  wish  to  enjoy  their  good  opinion  ;  and  he  knows 
himself  to  be  incapable  of  doing  or  saying  anything,  for  the 
purpose  of  shaking  the  confidence  of  the  patient  of  any  me- 
dical man  ;  but  as  to  courting  the  patronage  of  the  profession,

Asthma,  Bilious,  Nervous,  and  Calculous  Affections, — Glan. 
dular  Complaints,  Syphilis,  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  by  such 
simple  means  as  Baths,  External  Applications,  Diet,  Regimen, 
or  Mineral  Waters,  is  not  likely  to  be  in  high  favour  with  the 
Medical  Profession  in  general,  however  many  honourable  and 
illustrious  examples  there  are  and  always  have  been  to  the  con. 
trary ;  but  if  this  Institution,  the  utility  of  which  hns  been 
repeatedly  acknowledged  by  several  of  the  Professors  from 
their  respective  chairs,  had  depended  for  its  support  upon  the 
3Iedical  Profession,  it  must  have  been  at  an  end  long  ago.

4  We  should  take  the  greatest  care,'  says  Dr  De  Carro,  '  of 
comparing  this  remedy  (the  Medical  Bath)  with  a  bathing 
tub,  which  one  might  use  according  to  one's  pleasure.'  "_ 
Appendix  to  the  Author's  "  Proposal,  c£e."  and  "  Treatise  up. 
on  the  Difference  between  the  Application  of  Heat  by  Vapour 
and  by  Water,  fyc."  p.  5. 

"  This  proposal  has  for  its  object  the  restoration  in  an  im- 
proved state,  or  rather,  as  it  relates  to  this  country,  the  intro- 
duction and  establishment,  of  a  mode  of  treatment  which  is 
known  to  have  proved  highly  serviceable  in  former  times,  and 
in  other  countries,  as  a  cure  for  several  diseases.'" 

"  We  certainly  feel  indebted  to  him  (the  author),  for  his 
anxiety  to  urge,  by  every  means  in  his  power,  the  adoption 
and  extension  of  a  practice  which  has  not  hitherto  been  con-

The  vapour  of  opium  has  also  been  tried  with  good  effect 
in  a  case  of  great  irritability,  and  without  any  of  the  inconve- 
liences  which  frequently  follow  when  it  has  been  received  in- 
to the  stomach.  It  is  now  trying  in  a  case  of  neuralgia  (tic 
iouloureux.)  The  First  Number  of  a  work  upon  the  subject, 
by  Mr  Scott,  has  been  recently  published  by  Messrs  Waugh 
find  Innes  :  the  second  is  in  course  of  publication,  in  which 
cases  illustrative  of  the  practice  will  be  given."— Edinburgh 
Medical  Journal,  Oct.  1820,  p.  612.

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The  power  of  the  Vapour  Bath  in  dropsical  affections,  and 
even  in  water  in  the  bead  and  chest,  is  vouched  by  the  late 
Dr  William  Hunter,  by  Dr  Kentish,  and  several  continental  I 
physicians.

"  Duncan  Macallister,  a  married  man,  between  20  and 
30,  came  to  this  Establishment  in  the  beginning  of  April  last, 
with  the  total  loss  of  the  use  of  his  hands  and  arms;  and  such  > 
weakness  and  numbness  in  his  back,  and  all  over  him,  that  I 
he  could  scarcely  walk.     His  story  was,  that  about  18  weeks  * 
before  that  time,  he  had  been  seized  with  a  pain  and  weak-  - 
ness  in  his  back  and  limbs  ;  that  he  had  immediately  applied  I 
for  advice,  and  had  been  under  some  of  the  most  eminent  me- 
dical men  in  this  place,  one  after  another.    Finding  no  relief, 
he  applied  to  the  Old  Town  Dispensary  ;  and  after  being  a 
month  there,  and  getting  no  good,  he  went  into  the  Infirmary, 
where  he  remained  for  five  weeks,  and  was  dismissed  incura- 
ble.    He  then  put  himself  into  the  hands  of  other  very  emi- 
nent surgeons,  and  finding  no  benefit,  he  came  here  of  his  own 
accord.     He  had  been  bled,  blistered  most  severely,  galvani- 
zed, electrified,  and  moxafied,  and  had  taken  some  new  oil 
that  was  then  a  favourite  remedy  in  the  Infirmary,  where  du- 
ring the  five  weeks  he  was  there,  he  had  also  had  TWO  HOT 
BATHS.     A  medical  gentleman  was  at  the  Establishment 
when  this  man  first  called,  and  the  case  was  shown  to  this 
gentleman,  and,  to  his  surprise,  a  speedy  cure  confidently  pro- 
mised.    This  was  effected  in  about  three  weeks,  and  the  man 
returned  to  his  work."— Note  Book  for  182J. 

Now  this  man  was  not  cured  by  any  single  remedy,  but  by 
a  combination  of  remedies,  external  and  internal ;  and  if  in 
the  appropriate  application  of  remedies  that  are  really  efficient 
the  value  of  a  physician  does  not  consist,  it  is  difficult  to  say 
in  what  it  does  consist.  No  reflection  is  intended  to  be  cast 
upon  the  medical  officers  of  the  Dispensary  or  the  Infirmary, 
for  considering  the  man  incurable.  One  of  the  most  eminent 
surgeons  of  this  place,  to  whom  this  note  was  accidentally 
read,  observed,  that  he  had  seen  this  man  after  he  had  come 
out  of  the  Infirmary,  and  that  he  really  thought  him  incu- 
rable. The  remedies  by  which  this  man  was  cured  are  not  in 
fashion  at  these  Institutions,  which  is  one  of  the  reasons  why 
this  place,  once  so  highly  and  so  justly  famed,  will  be  soon 
considered  half  a  century  behind  the  rest  of  the  world  in  point 
of  medical  science.

My  appetite  to-day  is  great ;  and  on  the  whole,  I 
think  I  am  considerably  improved.

"  St  Bernard's  Row,  4th  Oct.  1826. 
"  DeaR  Sir, — Previous  to  my  coming  to  Edinburgh  in 
June  1825,  and  for  many  years  before,  I  was  dreadfully  af- 
flicted with  gout  in  my  hands,  elbows,  knees  and  feet,  and 
had  been  repeatedly  confined  to  bed  two  or  three  times  in  the 
year,  and  generally  for  six  or  seven  weeks  each  time  ;  but  I 
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!m  happy  to  say  that,  since  I  applied  to  you,  I  have  found 
he  greatest  relief,  and  am  now  seldom  confined  to  the  house 
Jor  one  day,  and  have  not  been  to  my  bed  a  fortnight  for  the 
ast  twelve  months.
